Registered Indian Population 


The following tables provide information 
on Canada’s Registered Indian popula- 
tion and Band membership. In order to 
better understand the following tables 
and view them in their proper perspective, 
it should be remembered that there are 
six major Indian culture areas and 10 
Indian linguistic groups which include 
54 related languages or dialects. The 
culture areas are: The Algonkian area in 
the eastern and central woodlands; The 
lroquoian area in southeastern Ontario ; 
the Plains areas in the Prairies; the 
Mackenzie River area in the Mackenzie 
River System and woodlands north of 
Churchill River; the Plateau area in the 
interior of British Columbia and the 
Yukon; and the Pacific Coast area on the 
coast of British Columbia. The linguistic 
groups are: Algonkian, Iroquoian,Siouan, 
Athapascan, Kootenayan, Salishan, 
Wakashan, Tsimshian, Haida and Tlingit.

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Remarks 

1. Of the 629 members of the Fort 
Simpson Band, 5 were determined as 
-esiding on reserve in Alberta, whereas 
9 were determined as residing off reserve 
and 615 on Crown Land in the Northwest 
Territories. 

2. Of the 294 members of the Fitz- 
Smith Band, 22 were determined as re- 
siding off reserve and 9 on Crown Land in 
Alberta, whereas 38 were determined as 
residing off reserve and 225 on Crown 
Land in the Northwest Territories. 

3. Of the 218 members of the Teslin 
Lake Band, 1 was determined as residing 
on Crown Land instead of on reserve in 
the Yukon Territory. 


4. Of the 200 members of the Atlin- 
Teslin Band, 1 was determined as re- 
siding on reserve in British Columbia in- 
stead of in the Yukon Territory. 

5. Of the 709 members of the Tahltan 
Band, 1 was determined as residing on 
reserve in British Columbia instead of the 
Yukon Territory. 

6. Of the 544 members of the Liard 
River Band, 3 were determined as residing 
on Crown Land instead of on reserve in 
the Yukon Territory ; 2 were determined 
as residing on Crown Land in British 
Columbia instead of on reserve in the 
Yukon Territory ; and 5 were determined 
as residing on reserve in British Columbia 
instead of in the Yukon Territory. 

7. Of the 95 members of the Fort 
McMurray Band in the Saddle Lake- 
Athabaska District of the Alberta Region, 
1 was incorrectly counted again in the 
Edmonton-Hobbema District. 

8. The Hunter's Point Band in the 
Abitibi District of the Quebec Region has 
no members left; it has not been included 
in these tables.

Yukon Territory 
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Community Affairs 


The community Affairs Program is con- 
cerned with ensuring that Indians have 
the opportunity to realize their full human 
potential and to retain their cultural iden- 
tity in the context of Canadian society by 
providing or arranging for community 
and social services and assisting in the 
physical development of band manage- 
ment practices to the stage where Indian 
communities can effectively manage 
affairs of local concern. 


Band Management 

This program is designed to assist in the 
development of Band management prac- 
tices to the stage where Indian commu- 
nities can effectively manage affairs of 
local concern. Program activities include 
the management of the Contributions- 
to-Bands Program, and the gathering and 
dissemination of information concerning 
Band municipal government matters. In- 
dian Band Funds or revenues are held in 
trust by the Government of Canada in the 
Consolidated Revenue Account and are 
expended only for the benefit of the In- 
dians or Bands for whom these monies 
are received or held according to Section 
61 of the Indian Act. The Account con- 
sists of capital and revenue funds, the 
first deriving from the sale of land or other 
assets such as timber and minerals, and 
the second containing all other monies 
received on behalf of Indian bands. Since 
1951, many Indian Bands have assumed 
the control and management of their rev- 
enues under the provisions of Section 69 
of the Indian Act. The following tables 
detail some aspects related to this pro- 
gram activity.

Social Services 


The Department ensures that Indians 
have the same welfare benefits and 

social services available to them as those 
that are available to other Canadians. 

The Canada Assistance Plan offers the 
provinces special financial considerations 
for the administration of welfare programs 
on behalf of the Indian people, and 
agreements continue to be developed 
through federal- provincial negotiations 
and consultations with representatives of 
Indian bands and associations. Provincial 
authorities provided adoption services 
and, upon request, intervene on behalf 

of seriously neglected children. The 
following tables provide some of the 
details.

The 
Indian Economic Development Fund 
was established to ensure that Indian 
businessmen have access to basic 
financing in the form of loans, grants or 
guarantees, and the managerial, profes- 
sional and technical services necessary 
for a successful operation. 


Development Services 

This program is geared to the develop- 
ment of natural resources and industrial 
potential on Indian reserves through the 
provision of training and technical and 
financial assistance for the Indian people.

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Lands 


The Federal Government, which has 
legislative authority over lands reserved 
for Indians, administers all Crown Lands 
designated as Indian reserves or sur- 
rendered lands. In this respect, the 
Department of Indian Affairs and 
Northern Development operates a registry 
system in which are recorded various 
transactions affecting the status and 

title of Indian lands. Surveys of Indian 
lands are carried out in cooperation with 
the Surveyor General. The Administrator 
of Estates administers the estates of all 
Indians who reside on reserves and he 
exercises supervision of property held by 
mentally incompetent persons and by 
Indian minors. The tables show some

Education 


The Education Program is designed to 
raise the level of education of Indians to 
standards that will enable them to take 
advantage of socio-economic oppor- 
tunities on a comparable basis with other 
Canadians, and to assist in the develop- 
ment, preservation and promotion of 
Indian culture. Non-segregated educa- 
tion is provided for Indian children in 
non-Federal schools through agreements 
with provincial, territorial, municipal and 
parochial school systems. A Federal 
school system is also maintained for the 
benefit of Indian children who do not 
attend schools operated by the provinces 
or by other agencies. The following 
Statistics illustrate various aspects of the 
Department's Education Program 
activities.
